EUGENE KELLY. 

AMONG the saddest occurrences of the past 
month was the sudden passing away ot Kugene 
Kelly, the millionaire banker ot New York. 

It seems almost unworthy to shed a tear 
over those who accumulate the millions to-day : 
but in the life of this noble-hearted mah there 
was everything to call for it. His wealth 
accumulated almost in spite of himself, and 
was always the pure result of honest industry. 
There was no cheating in his life, no massing 
of money upon the ruin of others ; but simply 
the gradual, at tirst and then swift, increase of 
riches, every dollar of which bore the bles-ing 
of God. Let us tell his Story as it appeared 


last week in the Freemans Journal “= 


Mr. Kelly was born in Trellick, county Tyrone, 
Ireland, in ISOS, and at the age of twenty came to 
this country with three dollars in his pocket. His 
first position was that of clerk in Donnelly Bros’. dry 
woods stare. Ile next tried gold mining in 1549, and 
later started the San Francisco bauking house of 
Donohue, Kelly & Ralston. 

During the war he moved his business to New 
York, and lost considerable sums of money in south- 
ern loans. In spite of this, however, he amassed 
money at a great rate, until, when be retired from 
active business a few years avo, he was reputed to be 
worth between twelye million and tifteen million 
dollars. 

Eugene Kelly never forgot the land of his birth. 
Ile was never somuch engrossed in business interests 
as to lose sight of Ireland and her people. He pros- 
pered in this country, and he shared his prosperity 
nobly with the people of his native land whenever 
the call for aid came from her shores. Ile was also 
a patriot, and no appeal for financial assistance for 
the cause of Ireland was made to him in vain. He 
took a prominent and leading part ia former years in 
the Land League movement, and did much to estab- 
lish the organization in this city. Mr. Kelly took a 
deep interest in the welfare of the Church iu this city. 
He was a practical Catholic, whose contributions to 
charitable purposes have been made in such unos- 
tentatious ways as to attract no attention. 

No appeal for a worthy public or private charity 
was ever made to Mr. Kelly in vain. Mr. Kelly took 
an active interest in the building of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral on Fitth avenue, acting as ove of the trus- 
tees. He has been an active business man all his life, 
but business never hardened his nature nor soured 
his disposition. The poor, the orphan, and the afflicted 
have lost a kind and powerful friend when the angel 
of death put his seal on the kindly eyes of Eugene 
Kelly. A 

Mr. Kelly was a leading member of the Catholic 
Club. In appreciation of his services to the Catho- 
lie Church the Pope in 1892 conferred upon him the 
title of Chamberlain of the Cape and Sword, an 
honorary office in the Pope’s household. As Mr. 
Kelly could not go to Rome to be so invested, the 
Pope conferred the distinction upon Eugene Kelly, 
Jr. This honor has been bestowed upon only two 
Americans. Mr. Kelly spent most of his summers at 
his tine country place at Orange.

FOOD SHOULD BE WELL COOKED. 

The digestibility of a substance has 
no relation to its nutritiousness as a 
tissue former. Many very indigesti- 
ble things, such as cheese, beans, ete., 
ars exceedingly nutritious, whereas 
boiled rice, tapioca, and other sub- 
stances, which are readily digested, 
are very poor tissue formers, as they 
contain no nitrogen. Cooking has 
the effect of breaking the indigestible 


cellulose walls of vegetable cells, and | 


exposing the cellcontents to the action 
of the digestive fluids. In the case of 
the starch grains of potatoes, boiling 


causes them to swell anl burst, and 
thus weakens their resistance to the 
attacks of the saliva and pancreatic 


Raw and very underdone meats 
are indigestible because of the cell 
walls or sheaths of the indigestible 
connective tissue, which encleses and 


juice. 


protects the muscular and fatty sub- | 


stances of which flesh is composed, 
On cooking, the protective sheaths be- 
come converted into jelly and dis- 
solved, and the nutriment they enclose 
is exposed to the solvent action of the 
digestive juices.--The Christien at 
Work.

A Remarkabie Oil Well, 

The Kirkbride No. 1 Oil Well is 
located in Madison township, Sandus- 
ky County, Ohio. The flow of oil 
commenced November 18th.

G. Shear- 
man, we have 409,000 families {or 
about two millions of 
annual income amounts to $2000, and 
more than 10,000 families haying an 
income of more than $25,000.

Effect of Bullets on the Skeleton, 


In the museum at Washington, may 
be seen, for the edification of sur- 
geons, the effects of projectiles on the 
human scaffold. One sad looking 
skull grins at you, with the hola a 
ball has made clean through the mid- 
dle of the foreheal. Fractures of the 
erm and Jey bones are common, and 
the tracks of the mime balls plainly 
shown. Inarchneological research we 
can tind exactly the same things, show- 
ing how man repeats his actions.

A human 
tibia of the time of the eave dwellers 
shows the actual flintheaded arrow 
which has pierced the bones. In Bel- 
gium there was found a human parie- 
tal bone, with the flint axe still buried 
in the skull. In Seotland, a skeleton 
of remarkable size was exhumed, with 
one arm separated from the body, and 
in the bone was found the fragment 
of an axe of diorite, of the neolithic 
period. We kill much more efficiently 
to-day, but only because the human 
target has remained the same as in the 
prehistoric period. The attack has 
mastered the resistance.—New York 
Times.

The col- 
leges of agriculture, and the agrono- 
mie experiment stations, of whick 
there are now fifty-seven, have done 
so much to increase the productive 
ness of the soil, and to reclaim uu- 
productive lands, that Dr. Wiley, ths 
retiring President of the Chemical As- 
sociation, thinks that “‘there Is no 
economie reason for looking outside 
ot scientific agriculture for the pro- 
duction of human food.” On tks 
other hand Berthelot, an eminent 
European chemist, pablicly proclaims 
his theory that artificial foods are in 
time to suppress those of nature; a 
time when the coverine of tho earth 
will be for beauty, as in a pleasure- 
park, and not ‘defaced by azricul- 
ture.’’---New York Post.
